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Meet the Artists 


Canadian flutist SUSAN HOEPPNER, 
heralded by James Galway as “‘one of the best 
talents of her generation” is a musician of 
international renown. She has performed as a 
guest soloist with orchestras around the world, 
including the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
Lisbon Radio Orchestra, Calgary 
Philharmonic, Sacramento Symphony, 
Metropolitain Orchestre de Montreal, 
Kitchener- Waterloo Symphony, Manitoba 
Chamber Orchestra and Orquesta de Camera 
in Buenos Aires. The Washington Post noted 
that “one can almost hear the words in her flute 
song’. La Razon of Buenos Aires called Susan 
Hoeppner “an innate musician and an 
instrumentalist of beautiful and radiant sound.” 


Appreciated for her “complete fluency in 
all registers, well-controlled technique and 
beautiful tone” (Toronto Star), Susan is also 
in great demand as an international solo 
recitalist and chamber musician. Appearances 
include prestigious venues in Canada, Japan, 
Portugal, England, Hungary, Yugoslavia and 
the United States. Julius Baker says, “Miss 
Hoeppner is one of the finest young flutists 
with whom I have worked”. 


Ms. Hoeppner’s “impeccable technique 
and majestic tone quality” (KW Record) make 
her in demand for the recording studio as well. 
She has completed projects for EMI Classics, 
Grammophon AB BIS, JVC Victor, Marquis 
Classics and King Records. The most recent 
recording on EMI Classics, Serenade, features 
works for flute and orchestra recorded with the 
Canadian Chamber Ensemble. Her 
collaboration with guitarist Rachel Gauk has 
produced three titles, Toward the Sea, Histoire 
du Tango and The Sea in Spring. A self-titled 
CD includes works for flute, harp, piano and 
strings. She can also be heard on Susan 
Hoeppner: The Romantic Flute and Chinook 
Trio releases. Her upcoming recording will 
showcase works by American composers for 
flute and piano. 


A graduate of the Juilliard School, 
Ms. Hoeppner is currently a member of the 
University of Toronto’s Faculty of Music. As 


the Canadian Artist for Yamaha, she performs 
and travels extensively throughout Canada 
giving masterclasses in universities and high 
schools. She is also in demand as an 
adjudicator at music festivals in Canada and 
the United States. 


Canadian jazz great, Moe Koffman 
summarized the admiration of audiences 
everywhere: “Susan Hoeppner is a world-class 
flutist...they don’t get much better!” 


MARK SKAZINETSKY, presently in his 
eleventh season as Associate Concertmaster of 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, is a native 
of Odessa, a port city in the Ukraine. Upon 
completion of his music education in the State 
Conservatory of Odessa, he was awarded a 
degree with honours in all four qualifications 
of performer, teacher, chamber 
instrumentalist and orchestral player. At age 
fifteen, he won first prize in the Ukrainian 
Competition for Young Talents, subsequently 
performing the Bruch Violin Concerto in G 
minor with the Odessa State Philharmonic 
Orchestra. In 1979, he emigrated to Canada 
and, one year later, he joined the 
Toronto Symphony. Prior to his work with the 
TSO, Mr. Skazinetsky served as Assistant 
Concertmaster with the Kitchener-Waterloo 
Symphony Orchestra and the Stratford 
Chamber Ensemble. 


Mr. Skazinetsky is a prominent chamber 
musician and can be heard frequently on the 
CBC Radio Network and in recital halls 
throughout the country. He is a founding 
member of the Maple Trio and of the 
Moveable Feast, with the latter of which he 
recorded a CD with flutist Susan Hoeppner. 
He was also among the hand picked group of 
TSO musicians that Glenn Gould chose for his 
last recording and conducting debut (Wagner: 
Siegfried Idyll; Sony Classical). He 
is currently teaching violin at the Faculty of 
Music, University of Toronto. 


Mr. Skazinetsky is also actively pursuing a 
conducting career. Since 1993, he has been 
studying privately and in various seminars with 


world renowned conducting teacher Maestro 
Gustav Meier, head of the Conducting Program 
at Tanglewood and recently retired from the 
same position at the University of Michigan 
in Ann Arbor. Engagements include concerts 
in Italy in the Summer of ’96, both in duo and 
as soloist with the Orchestra Sinfonica della 
Provincia di Bari. 


A former Artistic Director of Arraymusic, 
violist DOUGLAS PERRY is also a 
founding member of Tafelmusik Baroque 
Orchestra. His recording of J.S. Bach’s 
Brandenburg Concerto No. 6 with the CBC 
Vancouver Orchestra is available on the SM 
5000 series. 


Mr. Perry has appeared as viola soloist and 
conductor at the I.S.C.M. World Music 
Festival, and has performed at the Athens 
Festival and the Zagreb Biennale. He 
premiered John Beckwith’s viola concerto 
Peregrine with Toronto’s Esprit Orchestra, and 
played Luciano Berio’s viola concerto Voce I 
with the same orchestra with the composer in 
attendance. 


Mr. Perryis Principal Viola of the 
Canadian Opera Orchestra, and performs in 
that role at the Santa Fe Opera. Tours have 
taken him to Japan, Singapore, Europe, and 
the United States. And a few years back, he 
performed his arrangement of the Star 
Spangled Banner (for violin and viola) at a 
Chicago Cubs home game, a game that they 
won! 


Mr. Perry has been on the Board of 
Directors of Harbourfront Centre, and currently 
sits on the Board of the Toronto Arts Council, 
as well as being Co-chair of the TAC Music 
Committee. He is Vice President of T.S. 
Productions Inc., a company that will soon 
distribute recorded music via the Internet. 


SIMON FRYER is an artist of the utmost 
versatility, at home with the excitement of 
music of our time and the demands of 
historical performance, with the cooperative 
imperatives of ensemble and, in the spotlight 
of the solo recital. His 2000/2001 season 
includes performances as soloist with 


Orchestras of the Okanagan Valley and 
Mississauga; as a guest member of the St. 
Lawrence String Quartet; and in recital and 
chamber music in Toronto. This diverse 
musical life is often featured by the CBC and 
is complemented by positions with the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra and on the 
Faculties of the University of Toronto and the 
Glenn Gould Professional School of the Royal 
Conservatory of Music. 


Mr. Fryer’s first solo CD: Music of a 
life so far..., released on Phoenix Records and 
acclaimed as ‘a fascinating collection’ by the 
Toronto Star and ‘ideally brewed and 
technically complete’ by the Winnipeg Free 
Press, presents a personal selection of 
repertoire created during the performer’s 
lifetime. Also recorded by CBC, Centrediscs 
and Marquis Classics Simon has appeared as 
soloist, chamber musician, and orchestral 
player in more than twenty countries on six 
continents. He performs on an instrument 
completed in 1998 by Masa Inokuchi. 


One of Canada’s most sought after 
collaborative pianists, LYDIA WONG 
appears regularly with the world’s pre-eminent 
performers. Venues across the globe from 
Carnegie Recital Hall in New York City to the 
Wigmore Hall in London have featured her 
expertise in partnership with such artists as 
Lorand Fenyves, Shauna Ralston, Patrick 
Gallois, Marina Piccinnini, Moshe Hammer, 
and Evelyn Hart. Lydia’s performances have 
been broadcast in North America, Africa and 
Europe, she appears regularly for the CBC and 
can be heard on Marquis Records. 


Winner of Britain’s prestigious Ivan Sutton 
Recital Prize, Ms. Wong has also received 
numerous awards from the Canada Council and 
the Floyd Chalmers Fund. She has been a 
faculty member of the summer music 
program at the Banff Centre in Alberta, Canada 
since 1992 and joined the faculty of the 
University of Toronto in 1998.
